Unlimited Ride Features 

Transfer Privileges: Unlimited rides include all 
transfers at no charge. 

Mo Refills: An Unlimited Ride MetroCard cannot be 
refilled. You get a new MetroCard every time you buy 
unlimited rides. 

Restriction: Once you have used an unlimited ride 
card, you cannot use it again for 18 minutes at the 
same or any other subway station, or on the same bus 
route. Also, an unlimited ride card will not work again 
for 18 minutes when you travel between Fifth Av and 
Madison Av buses; Lexington Av and Third Av buses; 
the M27 and M50; the M31 and M57; the M96 and 
M106; the Bx40 and Bx42; and southbound and 
northbound Bx1 and Bx2 buses. 

Paying for Others: Although Unlimited Ride 
MetroCard cannot be passed back to others for 
multiple entries, you can lend it to others when you're 
not using it. 

When Card Runs Out: The MetroCard Reader or 
Booth Reader at any station and the bus farebox will 
display the date the card runs out. You will not see this 
information at the turnstile. 

Where to Buy: At any subway station. Many of the 
more than 3,000 neighborhood MetroCard merchants 
also carry a selection of MetroCards.

Benefits: Pay for 10 and get 1 1. Buy a $15 MetroCard 
and get a free ride — or more. We automatically add 10 
percent every time you put $15 or more on your card at 
one time. (Reduced-fare customers get free rides when 
they put $15 or more on Reduced-Fare MetroCard). 

TramslFer Privileges: You can transfer free from bus to 
subway, subway to bus or bus to bus if you do it within 
two hours of the time you pay your fare. (Some 
additional restrictions apply. Please see Transfer

Refills: You can refill Pay-Per-Ride MetroCard as often 
as you like in amounts from $3 to $80 at any subway 
station, until the card expires. But you cannot add 
unlimited rides to a Pay-Per-Ride MetroCard.
